Some Snow Falls

extreme northern Arkansas this 
morning, but the Weather Bureau 
said no more rain or snow was 
expected in the state through Sat- 
urday.

The forecast called for highs to-

day, and skies were expected to 
officia.1 .rePorted. in I be partly cloudy ove!r most sec- 
midmorning, several hours after 
launching, that radio signals were 
lost 13 seconds after a small pay- 
load motor fired with the inten- 
tion of kicking Syncom into a 
synchronous orbit—one in which 
the vehicle appears to hover over 
ond 
spot on earth because its' 


speed matches that of the earth's 
rotation. 


The satellite was. launched at 


'12:35 a.m. by a three-stage" Delta 


rocket which performed perfectly 
in drilling the craft into a giant 
egg-shaped orbit at about 22,800 
miles an hour. 


Syncom coasted 
up, 
gradually 


losing speed, until it reached a 
point about 22,300 miles high. Then 
a timing device ignited the small 
rocket at 3:42 a.m. 


Thc firing was to take the sat- 


out of the elliptical path 


and shove it onto a circular course 
at that altitude. 


"The moor fired successfully," 


the official said, "but radio sig- 
nals stopped 13 seconds later. We 
regained a' brief signal about 7 
a.m., 
but nothing more. We may 


be in a beautiful orbit and just 
encountering transmission difficul- 
ties."

Bomb Scare 
Troubles 
Washington 


By HARRY KE1LY 


WASHINGTON (AP)-A dis- 


turbed man who wanted to "take 
his trouble right to the top" gave 
historic Pennsylvania Avenue a 
bad case of heebie-jeebies with 
a two-hour bomb scare. 


Nathan Wise, 33, of Phoenix^ 


Ariz., wheeled his car out of the 
noon hour traffic Wednesday and 
drove 
ill up on 
the steps of 


the Justice Department building. 
Swiftly crawling under it, Wise 
demanded to see FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover—the only man he 
said he could .trust. 


He had evidence, he said, to 


"impeach President Kennedy and 
his Cabinet." 


His car also gave the impres- 


sion of a great homemade bomb. 
Police who approached him got 


strong whiff of gasoline and 


spolleld a stongo suitcase; wired 
to the bottom of the car. 


"— won't come out," Wise told 


them, "ra die right he'rte. I'M nev- 
er leave hero alive. Don'II come! 
near me or I'll blow the place 
up." 


Police didn't take chances. They 


called an Army bomb squad and 
alocked 
off 
the neighborhood. 


Traffic was stopped. The first two 
floors of the big Justice Depart- 
ment building were evacuated. 


For two hours they tried to coax 


him out, while he chatted amiably 
with them but refused to budge. 


Finally police decided not to 


wait any longer and flushed him 
out by rolling tear gas grenades 
under the car.

red-eyed1 and 
hustled 


lim off to D. C. General Hospital 
where he was held for mental ob- 
servation.

West Dispute 
May Bring 
U.S. Change

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


small 
convulsions 
shaking the 


West at the moment of its great- 
est power—and when the Commu- 
nist front is cracking—look like 
forerunners of change in what 
seemed solid and simple for 16 
years. 


The change, which may force 


jthis country into new thinking in 
nhe years ahead and into new ar- 
rangements with its allies, has 
some 
bitter ironies, bitter be- 


cause they are the product of suc- 
cess. 


It was 16 years ago that the 


United States dropped the last 
remnants of isolationism — when 
President Truman decided to helo 
Greece and Turkey against Rus- 


jrfia—and assumed leadership and 
partnership in the West. 


That was even before the* Red 


Chinese had taken over the China 
mainland. Out of the Truman doc- 
trine grew the NATO alliance, the 
Marshall Plan and other Ameri- 
can alliances and bases around 
the world. 


In the late 1940s, when the 


Western Allies were flat on their 
backs, it was American money 


0vhich saved them from chaos and 


perhaps revolution and Commu- 
nist take-over. 
American arms 


protected them from Russian in- 
fringement. 


The years became savage: the 


Communist seizure of Czechoslo- 
vakia, the Berlin blockade, the 
Korean War, and the final con- 
quest of the mainland of China by 
the Chinese Reds. 
^ The very terror of the times 


melted the allies into a harmoni-

It was this sense of security, no 
doubt, which emboldened French 
President Charles de Gaulle to 
assert more intransigence than he 
had dared- before. 


Since the United States could 


now protect Europe from its own 
bases at home with its intercon- 
tinental missiles, the Europeans 
developed a greater sense of con- 


territory. It meant they would be 
certain targets in case of attack. 


But just because the United 


States then lacked intercontinent- 
al missiles those close-up bases 
were necessary and the oh-ly pos- 
sible deterrents. 


The pattern of the 1950s — the 


NATO alliance and the bases and 
the American presence in the 
form of troops— looked indefinite- 
ly fixed, a kind of happy solution 
built up over many years to last 
many years. 


Particularly for this most un- 


happy reason: the growing nu- 
cleiar strength ofl Russia backed 
up by its triendship and alliance 
with Red China, a solid Commu- 
nist world against the rest of the 
earth. 


Gradually and only recently— 


as the United States and Russia 
built 
up 
their intercontinental 


weapons— the idea sank into the 
consciousness of tfie world that 
the two giants had become so 
powerful 
they had reached a 


stand-off. 


War between' them would de- 


stroy 
both of them. Therefore, 


both would be most reluctant to 
begin a war. 


Two other things were happen- 


ing: Europe had become fat and 
prosperous and 
communism no 


longer presented a solid wall. It 
began to split and crack as the 
Russians and Red Chinese quar- 
reled. 


Europe developed then a great- 


er sense of security — less fear— 


luctance to have American bases 


The United States is taking its 


out-dated missiles out of Italy and 
Turkey. It wishes to replace them, 
still as a deterrent to Russia, with 
the missiles on Polaris subma- 
rines. It wants/ submarine bases 
in Italy and Spain. The Italians 
and 
Spaniards 
reportedly 
are 


showing reluctance. 


These problems over De Gaulle 


and the bases, while they seem 
foggy and perhaps even minor 
now, 
are 
probably 
the 
early 


symptoms of changing attitudes 
in Europe toward its 
relations 


with America and its utter de- 
pendence on her. 


Therefore, in the years ahead 


many rearrangements may have 
to be made. The old' pattern is 
dying. The 
new . arrangements 


may not all be happy or palata- 
able. Some may be disastrous. 


The more unpleasant they are, 


the more surely they will lay the 
foundation for the resurrection of 
American isolationism, a desire to 
retreat behind the protection of 
the intercontinental missiles.
